Rev. R. C. Puffer of the Michel- 
son Memorial Church and a dele- 
gate to the White House Confer- 
ence on Education from the Al- 
pena District_, was the speaker 
Mondasrerehing ut-a joint meet- 
ing of the Grayling Woman’s Club 
and the Grayling Kiwanis Club. 

About 80 Woman’s Club mem- 
bers and their husbands and 
Kiwanis Club members and their 
wives and guests gathered in the 
basement dining room of the 
Michelson Memorial Church at 
6:30 for a very enjoyable planned 
potiuck dinner. 

Kiwanis prtsident Willard Cor- 
nell presided at the meeting fol- 
lowing dinner and first introduced’ 
Frank L. Bond, Grayling Superin- 
tendent of Schools who traced the 
Education Conference through its 
District and State sessions and 
then introduced Rev. Puffer. 

“Probably a more representa- 
tive group on a national scale has 
never been brought together to 
discuss the needs of our public 
schools. The findings of this Con- 
ference will present areal chal- 
lenge both to our schools and the 
people,” Rev. Puffer said. 

“There are many needs which 
can be met at the local level, but 
it was felt by the delegates that 
many sections of the country 
could not meet their building 
needs without some Federal Aid.. 
However, the Conference was em- 
phatic in insisting that federal 
funds should be channeled 
through State Offices of Public 
Instruction with a minimum of 
federal control,” the speaker 
stated.
